PISHOP CHARLES B. GALLOWAY 
I$ DEAD IN JACKSON, MISS. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 12.—Bishop 
Charles B. Galloway of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, died at Jackson, Miss., 
of pneumonia at 5 o’clock this morning. 

Bishop Galleway was possibly the 
most prominent of the bishops of the 
Methodist-Episcopal Church, South. 
He was born at Kosciusko, Miss., Sept. 
1, 1849, and graduated in 1868 from the 
University of Mississrppi. The degree 
of doctor of laws was later conferred 
upon him by the Northwestern Univers- 
ity and by Tulane. He entered the 
ministry in 1868. 

Bishop Galloway’s writing covered @ 
wide range and he traveled extensive- 
ly. For a number of years he took an 
active interest in the campaigns waged 
in Mississippi and Southern states for 
prohibition. 

He was president of the Board of 
Education of the Methodist-Episcopal 
Church, South; president of the Board 
of Trustees of Millsaps College and 
Vanderbilt University, and was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the 
John F. Slater fund.

Tuesday night by Sigmund Baer, chair- 
man of a special committee appointed 
to. work for better street car service, 


Complaints From Merchants. 

As explained by a member of the As 
sociated Retailers, there had been many 
complaints from merchants that the 
street car service between 8 and 10 a. 
m. has been inadequate because so many 
cars are taken off after the early morn- 
ing rush. 

This prevented many shoppers from 
going downtown in those hours. It was 
also urged that- inadequate service in 
the morning caused many employes of 
the big. stores to stand in the cars on 
their way to work, the result’ being that 
they were already tired when they en- 
tered upon their daily duties in the 
stores. 

A committee composed of Sigmund 
Baer, Hanford Crawford, Moses Shoen- 
berg, Fred Lake and Charles A. Stix 
was appointed to bring about a better- 
ment of traneportation facilities in what 
should be the busy hours of the fore- 
noon. 

Accurate Record Made. 

Traffic Manager Crum was authorized 
to employ 2 persons to stand at street 
corners and make an accurate record of 
the spacing of the cars on all of the 
lines. In each case the number of the 
car and the time at which it passed 
were taken. 

This record showed that conditions 
were worst on the cross-town lines, es- 
pecially the Spring avenue line and the 
Seventh street line, where cars were run 
seven miinutes apart. On other lines 
ronditions were almost as bad and the 
average spacing of cars between 8 and 
1C a. m. was five minutes.

PISHOP CHARLES B. GALLOWAY 
IS DEAD IN JACKSON, MISS. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 12.—Bishop 
Charles B. Galloway of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, died at Jackson, Miss., 
of pneumonia at 5 o’clock this morning. 

Bishop Galloway was possibly the 
most prominent of the bishops of the 
Methodist-Episcopal Church, South. 
He was born at Kosciusko, Miss., Sept. 
1, 1849, and graduated in 1868 from the 
University of Mississrppi. The degree 
of doctor .of laws was later conferred 
upon him by the Northwestern Univers- 
ity and by Tulane. He entered the 
ministry in 1868. 

Bishop Galloway’s writing covered a 
wide range and he traveled extensive- 
ly. For a number of years he took an 
active interest in the campaigns waged 
in Mississippi and Southern states for 
prohibition. 

He was president of the Board of 
Education of the Methodist-Episcopal 
Church, South; president of the Board 
of Trustees of Millsaps College and 
Vanderbilt University, and was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the 
John F. Slater fund.

Here's a new St. Louis idea—a “street 
car squad” of ‘transportation detec- 
tives’ to “keep tab” on the United 
Railways and report as to the facilfties 
afforded by the company for bringing 
customers and employes of the big 
retail stores from their homes to the 
business section of the city. 

The “squad’’ was organized by the 
Associated Retailers, an organization 
of which many prominent St. Louts 
merchants are memmpers, and its first 
report was made public at the retail- 


‘ers’ banquet at the Glen Echo Club 


Tuesday night by Sigmund Baer, chair- 
man of a special committee appointed 
to work for better street car service. 


Complaints From Merchants. 

As explained by a member of the As 
sociated Retailers, there had been many 
complaints from merchants that the 
street car service between 8 and 10 a. 
m. has been inadequate because so many 
cars are taken off after the early morn- 
ing rush. 

This prevented many shoppers from 
going downtown in those hdurs. It was 
also urged that inadequate service in 
the morning caused many employes of 
the big stores to stand in the cars on 
their way to work, the result: being that 
they were already tired when they en- 
tered upon their daily duties in the 
stores. 

A committee composed of Sigmund 
Baer, Hanford Crawford, Moses Shoen- 
berg, Fred Lake and Charles A. Stix 
was appointed to bring about a better- 
ment of traneportation facilities in what 
should be the busy hours of the fore- 
noon. 

Accurate Record Made. 

Traffic Manager Crum was authorized 
to employ 20 persons to stand at street 
corners and make an accurate record of 
the spacing of the cars on all of the 
lines. In each case the number of the 
car and the time at which it passed 
were taken. 

This record showed that conditions 
were worst on the cross-town lines, es- 
pecially the Spring avenue line and the 
Seventh street line, where cars were run 
seven minutes apart. On other lines 
conditions were almost as bad and the 
average spacing of cars between 8 and 
1¢ a. m, was five minutes. 

When reports had been received from 
all of the inspectors Capt. McCulloch, 
president of the United Railways Co., 
was called to the office of the Asso- 

c:ated Retailers in the Third National 
Bank Building. 

He expressed surprise when he saw 
now thorough the investigation had been 
and said that he would “‘see what could 
be done” to remedy existing conditions.

Accused of Visiting Clerk’s 
Wife.

DETROIT; Mich., May 12.—An attack 
on Representative W. H. Schantz of 
Hastings, Mich., is the latest develop- 
ment in the Michigan Legislature scan- 
dal caused by an alleged visit of Repre- 
sentative Darwin Z. Curtiss of Detroit 
to the apartments of Mrs. Sidney R. 
Hall, wife of the journal clerk of the 
Michigan House of Representatives, now 
in session at Lansing. 
James Duggan, a politician known 
throughout, the State, attacked Schantz 
last night with a razor and inflicted 
three serious wounds upon his neck. 
The legislator was hurried to a hos- 
pital. His assailant was captured later 
after a struggle with the police, 
in which he attempted to use a re- 
volver. Duggan was takén fo jail. 
When he was searched there he made 
another fight in an effort to prevent 
five lettérs being taken from his pock- 
ets. The letters, which are said to ex- 
plain his reason for assaulting Schantz, 
are held by the police. 

Schantz was a friend of Representative 
Curtiss, whose exile: from the Capitol 
by order of Speaker Campbell revealed 


| the scandal. 


When Curtiss returned to the State 
House, despite the Speaker’s warning, 
and took his seat in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, Sidney R. Hall, journal 
clerk of the House, and the husband 
who . figures in the case, saw him 
and started down the aisle toward him. 
Speaker Campbell hurried to Curtiss, 
escorted him from the room and again 
warned him not to return during the ses- 
sion. 


Curtiss on Leave of Absence 
Curtiss has been given an indefinite 


leave of absence from the House. 

Mr. Hall, from whose apartments Rep- 
resentative Curtiss fled by a back door 
as her husband entered at the front, is 
an attractive blonde. ‘Curtiss left so 
hurriedly that he left his hat and coat 
behind, and these, found by the hus- 
band, disclosed his identity. Hall has 
announced that he will settle with Cur- 
tiss on sight. 

Mrs. Curtiss, from her home in this 
city, today sent a telegram to her hus- 
band at Lansing, directing him to stay 
at the capital and ‘“‘fight it out.” 

“It must be fought out now,”’ she add- 
ed, “and you must not practically plead 
guilty by cowardly flight. I believe you 
are innocent and you must defend my 
faith in you by staying there.’”’ 

Mrs. Hall, the young wife who figures 
in the Curtiss story, has left tte cap- 
lial and gone for a visit with. relatives 
in Northern Michigan... Her  ausband 
left Lansing today also, but while he

Commission Plan Offered 
The Board held its first public hear- 


ing Tuesday to receive suggestions 
from individuals. J. Charless Cabanne, 
president of the 8t. Louis Dairy Co., 
offered a comprehensive scheme of city 
government akin to the cemmission 
plan adopted by Galveston and Des 
Moines. 

Mr. Cabanne desires to drive the po- 
litical boss out of power and have the 
city conducted atong the same business 
lines that have been so successful in 
the management of Harvard Univer- 
sity, the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
the Standard Oil. Mr. Cabanne deviared 
that municipal government has been a 
failure, because political bosses have 
had their hands upon it too much. To 
get rid of the bosses and politicians, 
he said, a radical change is necessary. 

He thinks the government of the city 
should be made a life werk on the part 
of the Mayor and assistant Mayor and 
heads of departments, who are to be ap- 
pointed by the council of 11 members 
elected by the people. Mr. Cabanne 
would pay the Mayor $15,000 a year, the 
assistant Mayor $10,000, and the heads 
of departments from $5000 to $8600. 

The only elective officers under the 
Cabanne plan would be the Council- 
men, who are to hold office for four 
years. The citizenship of the city is 
to be divided into 11 guilds, each guild 
to nominate one member of the council, 
and the names of all such neminees to 
be placed on thé municipal ticket under 
an independent caption. 

Mr. Cabanne called attention to the 
fact that in 1874 there was a political 
uprising in St. Louis that resulted in 
good men being elected to the Council 
and House of Delegates, but he said 
these men were slowly superseded by 
men of the class of those who finally 
brought shame upon St. Louls in the 
boodle exposures of 1901. 

The divisions of the citizenship sug- 
}gested by Mr. Cabanne are: .Lawyers, 
preachers, doctors, educators, transpor- 
tation, commercial, manufacturing, 
financial, amusement, real estate and 
labor. Mr. Cabanne characterize our 
present form of government: as a ‘‘one 
man power .or despot,’’ contending that 
too much authority is centered in the 
Mayor. 

Jeptha D, Howe, the “Crying Boss,” 
was absent when Mr. Cabanne read the 
part of his essay scoring the political 
bosses. Howe came in as Mr. Cabanne 
was finishing. 

F.. P. McCormick, a street paving con- 
tractor, urged changes in the charter 
relating to the handling of special tax 
bills. R. B. Haughton advocated the 
Galveston form of government, and the 
initiative, referendum and recall. 

Frank Tombridge, a real estate man, 
read a long paper en a board of apprais-

Women Naturally Dislike Taste 

and Effect of All Intoxicants 

O spoke Miss Phoebe Couzins in 

S her room at the Planters, where 

she declares she is stopping in 

her interest to know the result of the 

fight between the wet and dry factions 
of her native State. 

I had called to submit as a test the 
strong sentiments expressed in a sermon 
written for the Post-Dispatch by the 
Rev. Madison C. Peters, which are in 
direct refutation of the stand taken on 
rohibition by Miss Couzins—noted work- 
er in the cause of woman. 

Intoxicants are dangerous enough 
to men; to women they are espec- 
lally so. The virtue of woman with 
the drink habit {s always at stake. 
* * * The disastrous results of tip- 
pling among women are too well 
known to physicians, and experience 
‘shows that, while men who drink 
often reform, women who drink sel- 
dom do, I quoted from the sermon. 
But such statements did not alarm 

Miss Couzinas. 
“I cannot see,” she replied,“' that 
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drunkenness has increased among wom- 

en with her other liberties. I knew of. 
just as many women addicted to drink 
% years ago as I do now, and in Wash- 
ington, where I came in contact with a 
constantly moving, great variety of life, 
IT am in a position to know the present 
state of this matter, I think that the 

average woman does not naturally en- 
joy the taste nor effect of strong drink. 

I have Had both brandy and wines pre-. 

scribed for me by physicians duringmy 
long invalidism, but I have only & dis- 

taste for both, and I believe 1 am nor- 

mal in that respect. 


Women’s Virtue in No Greater 
Peril Than Man’s From Liquor 
6 S for a woman’s virtue, it is 
A in no greater peril than man’s 
when she is influenced by intoxi- 
cants, and, as for her reformation, it 
is the stigma of disgrace placed upon 
her by society which she is not able to 
overcome when she has a. bad. habit. 


The‘ fear of such disgrace will keep 
more women sober than men.”’ 


Wisdom and the years have brought 
tolerance of many existing conditions to 
Phoebe Couzins, ardent reformer. Where 
formerly she was most actively in fa- 
vor of woman's suffrage, now she de- 
clares that suffrage for women, except 
in the far distant future, when their in- 
tellectual and religious outlook is as éen- 
compassing as man’s, the ballot would 
be a menace to the progress of civiliza- 
tion, 


“I have come to see that woman's 
greatest responsibility is home keeping, 
and to believe, as Gen. Butler has ex- 
pressed it, .that appetites and passions 
of men are the forces which build 
homes, rear families, get fortunes, 
when they are turned in the right di- 
rection. A woman who goes into public 
life disregards these important forces; 
likewise she deprives man of the proper 
stimulus and inspiration. She rebs him 
of the home he would build up. Where 
it is her mission to foster and direct 
these vital forces, in fighting ‘agains* 
eternal principles, she will gain nothing 
and risk baleful disaster, for the harem. 


Spinster Believes That Divorce 
Is Far From Menace to Society 
URTHERMORE, Miss Couzins is 
E quiescent upon the subject of d:- 
vorce reform. She takes issue 
with Mrs, Taft in that she would not 
stem the growing tide toward the di- 
vorce court. As a spinster she thinks 
her views should be the more unbiased. 


“John Stewart Mill put it strongly 
but accurately, I think, when he said, 
‘If a woman is not satisfied with her 
first husband she. should try again, un- 
til she is satisfied,’”’ said Miss Couzins. 
“Of course the children are the issue at 
stake, but it Is my opinion that chil- 
dren are better off with parents who 
are separated than witnessing disagree- 
ments between them.’’ 

“But society!” I exclaimed in sur- 
prise. “Isn't faithfulness to the mar- 
riage contract the basis of society? 
Are you not anarchistic?”’ 

“Society is on ‘no more worthy basis 
in countries where divorce is not recog- 
nized,” she answered. “ orality is

SAILORS COULD Ce 


Hail Storm of Lyddite Would 
Only Scratch Outside 
of Battleship. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 12.—The: return of 
the Wrights from Europe to experiment 
for the United States Government with 
aeroplanes, has brought from aeronaut- 
ic experts several strong statements 
contradicting the many theories held by 
others as to What airships may do in 
warfare with armies and battleships or 
in transportation as competitors of rail- 
road trains and steamships. 

Immediately upon his arrival yester- 
day,” Orville Wright said his experi- 
ments had convinced him that aero- 
pianes would never bécome regular pas- 
senger carriers. 

‘‘We have carried two passengers on 
some of our trips,’ said Mr. Wright, 
‘and the machine could easily be devel- 
oped to sustain the wetght of several 
more persons. But I do not believe the 
aeroplane will ever be a regular passen- 
ger carrier, as an ocean liner or a rail- 
road train. Its province will be more 
ir. the nature of a special conveyance 
for the transportation of a few people.”’ 


Maxim Believes Ships Are Safe. 

Hudson Maxim, writing in the Herald, 

warns inventors that they are wasting 
their energies in working on the use of 
airships to drop explosives on enemies 
in war. 
‘Wide publicity ought to be given [to 
the actual truth about this matter of 
aerial bombardment of battleships, coast 
fortifications, citiegd and towns, for it 
would prevent many an inventor los- 
ing. much valuable time and spending 
considerable sums of money in an en- 
terprise where there is no possibility of 
marked success,”’ he said. 

“A modern battleship is an: enormous 
structure, and it is highly absurd to 
talk of blowing it up and destroying 
{it with 10-pound bombs of dynamite 
dropped from a flying machine. § It 
might rain 10-pound bombs for a day 
on a modern battleship without doing 
any serious.damage to the vessel, and 
without breaking the siestas and the 
day dreams of the marines below decks, 
provided the funnels. were covered for 
the occasion. 


City in Ne Great Danger. 
“If a fleet of a hundred airships were 


ito attack New York simultaneously, andj 


‘each one of them drop’a half-ton bomb, 
the average destruction wrought by 
each bomb could not be expected to be 
greater than resulted from the explosi». 
near the Murray Hill Hotel some years 
ago; yet a lundred such explosions 
spread about the city would not be con- 
sidered a very destructive attack. Some 
persons would be badly scared; a few 
would be killed by shock and flying 
debris; even 10,000 such explosions wold 
fall far short of producing sufficient in- 
jury to compel the surrender of the 
city, and the damage could be repaired 
in a few days.’’ 

Capt. John C. Fremont, commanding 
the battleship Mississippi, in a recent 
interview at New Orleans, agreed with 
Hudson Maxim. 

“Did you ever try to drop a marble 
from the second story of a building into 
& hat on the ground?’ he said. ‘‘We!]l, 
that is just about as easy to do as it is 
to drop a lyddite shell from an airship 
upon, a battleship or a Dreadnought. 

The currents of the air will cause the 
shell to fall in some place other than. 
that designed, invariably.” - 


ORVILLE WRIGHT FIXES SCALE 
OF PRICES FOR AEROPLANES 


Cheapest Will .Cost $7500, While 
War Machine, Carrying Three, 
Will. Sell at $25,000. 


NEW YORK, May 12.—Tne minimum 
price of a Wright aeroplane has been 
established at $7500, but if a high speed 
machine, suitable for war purposes and 
carrying two passengers besides the 
aviator is desiréd, the price may run 
to $25,000. This schedule of prices was 
announced last night by Orville Wright, 
ho; with his brother, Wilbur, will 
start for Dayton, O, this afternoon, 
after being tendered a reception by the 
Aero Club of America. Wright said:
